sharply to the ground. Peterson 
drove to the spot as soon as he 
saw smoke, but the plane was a 
mass of flames when he arrived.

Marinkovitch, of Jugoslavia, sup- 


plemented the Persian declaration 
with the statement thato ne-tenth 
of the population of his country was 
Moslem.

DEMOCRACY. 


During the World war the 


United States and even the 
world at large heard a great 
deal of democracy and its 
salvation. In fact 
as 
the 


war progressed it was ac- 
cepted as the struggle to the 
death between 
democracy 


and monarchy. 


That this was so is not sur- 


prising since the people of 
the United States and the 
other republics of the world 
have ever preferred to iden- 
tify their countries as demo- 
cracies. 
It will be surpris- 


ing to many however to 
learn that they have been 
laboring under a. mistaken 
identity. 


Political science defines a 


pure democracy as direct 
government by the people 
and a republic as govern- 
ment by the people through 
their chosen representatives. 
In a true democracy there 
would be no president, con- 
gress, legislature, parliament 
or other such legislative bod- 
ies as exist under the repub- 
lican form of government. 


The seventh-grade history 


teacher used to tell her class 
how Switzerland was a real 
democracy 
where 
all the 


people met at certain times, 
enacted 
their 
own 
laws, 


made their own treaties with 
other countries, levied taxes 
upon themselves and decid- 
ed how these taxes should 
be be spent. But Switzer- 
land now is governed by a 
government very much like 
that of the 
United States. 


Representatives are elected 
for a national assembly on 
the ratio of one to every 20,- 
. 000 population. 


The Swiss 
probably 
ap- 


proach a pure democracy 
nearer 
than 
the 
United 


States does, for in Switzer- 


• land they have adopted the 
initiative 
and referendum. 


By the initiative the people 
directly make laws and sub- 
mit them to the assembly for 
ratification. 
By the refer- 


endum the people act upon 
laws made by the assembly 
and may veto them if they 
desire to do so. 


If the United States elect- 


ed representatives 
to con- 


gress on the same ratio to the 
population 
as 
prevails in 


Switzerland, instead 
of 
a 


house 
of 
representatives 


numbering 435, we would 
elect more than 5,000 repre- 
sentatives to go to congress. 
The state of Pennsylvania 
which now sends 36 repre- 
sentatives to congress would 
send on the Swiss ratio of 
one to every 20,000, as many 
as now constitute the whole 
congress. 


When the fathers charted 


the governmental course in 
the days of the 
revolution 


they decided that one rep- 
resentative should be sent to 
congress for 
every 30,000 


population. 
That was 
be- 


fore the days of the immi- 
grant rush. The proportion 
has 
been 
increased 
ever 


since then, until now a rep- 
resentative 
is elected for 


every 211,877 population.

markets for whole milk are finding 
a paying side line. 


Diversification and terracing, two 


projects advocated so strongly by 
the A. & M. College extension ser- 
vice, have proven their value this 
year. Grain, sorghums, almost un- 
known a few years ago, are mak- 
ing good crops. 
Farmers are cut- 


ting their row stuff, lettin git dry 
and then grinding stalk and all in 
feed mills, making all of it avail- 
able for cow feed. 


The heavy spring rains were re- 


tained by the terraces and droutht 
damage was minimized by 
them, 


Mr. Lewis points out. 


During the fall Mr. Lewis 
will 


spend most of his time encouraging 
farmers to plant fall grains such 
as barley, wheat and oats for cov- 
er crops". 
Plowing for fall plant- 


ing has already started. 


Farmers of this section of Texas 


are not suffering from the drouth 
tut from the low price of cotton, 
Lewis points out. Bankers are co- 
operating in splendid fashion and 
most farmers will be able to 
get 


along. Gardens were good in 
the 


spring, and many housewives can- 
ned provisions for the winter. Fall 
gardens are being planted. 


Recent rains have improved the 


pastures, which are now in 
good 


condition. The whole milk produc- 
tion, which fell off sharply in Aug- 
ust, is increasing no\v. Mr. Lewis 
says the Borden Company at Waco 
ha's informed him that the Groes- 
eeck truck line showed the fastest, 
increase in its load of whole milk 
daily of any serving that plant. 


The county agent points out that 


the heifer crop Is large, 
and be- 


cause there is plenty of feedstufr's 
and good pastures, most of them 
will be retained on the farms 
to 


produce whole milk for the mar- 
kets recently provided.

There is 


nothing in nature that shocks

There is noth- 
ing that is wholesome and natural 
which your child may not know 
when his interest wakes up of its 
own accord and prompts the ques- 
tion. As soon as the children ask 
questions they should be answered 
in a general way, simply and di- 
rectly and without embarrassment.
